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GRAVEL TRAFFIC TO INCREASE 300 PERCENT 


CAMPANELLI & CARDI TRAFFIC 
TO INCREASE OVER 300% 
Trucking by Campanelli & Car- 
di, contractors for the new 
Interstate Highway is due to 
increase over 300% within one 
or two weeks, on the highways 

of Wilmington. 

At the present time the com- 
pany is running 25 trucks, 
mostly on Woburn and West Sts. 

50 trucks, now employed on 
surfacing work on highways on 
Cape Cod and in Rhode Island 
will shortly be transferred to 
Wilmington, to haul gravel and 
fill for the new highway all 
winter long. 

Campanelli & Cardi spokesmen 
say that in addition to this 
the daily work hour for the 
trucks will increase, perhaps 
to two shifts, in order to 
handle the tremendous project 
of bringing in the fill needed 
for the new highway. 


The increased trucking will 
continue all winter, as Campa- 
nelli & Cardi want to have the 
greatest part of their filling 
operations eompleted by spring 

As soon as the weather is 
good enough, in 1959, Campa- 
nelli & Cardi plan to start 
the finished surface of the 
new highway, throughout the 
length of their operations in 
Wilmington. 

They hope to have all the ma- 
jor work on the project com- 
pleted by the fall of 1959. 

The project date of comple- 
tion is April 1960, but the 

\ firm does not want to gamble 
on trying to finish the high- 
way in the winter time - hence 
the need for finishing it be- 
fore the cold weather sets in 
next year. 

One Million Yards 

One million yards of gravel 
is needed, according to pro- 
ject plans, for one part of 
the new highway, all within 
a 900 foot radius of the new 
Lowell Street bridge over the 
new highway. 

Fill is needed to complete 
the grades on West Street, at 
Lowell Street, and over the 
Portland Division of the B&MRR 
all of which, taken together 
will total the million yards 
mentioned above, 

Desperate Search 

The Campanelli & Cardi com- 
pany does not know, as of this 
writing, where they will be 
able to get 1,000,000 yards of 
fill. At the moment they can 
see, within the town of Wil- 
mington, a total of aBout two 
hundred thousand yards, one 
hundred thousand of which will 
come from the Dias lot, off 
Concord Street, a proposition 
which is being protested by 
residents of the area to the 
Board of Selectmen. Last week 
they presented a petition to 
the Selectmen, signed by 29 
people, asking that a permit 
for the Dias property opera- 
tion be not granted. 

The Sheehan Property 
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Last spring the company went 
to the Board of Selectmen and 
asked for the right to take 
gravel and fill out of proper- 
ty off West Street, near the 
Woburn line, belonging to two 
different parties - the Shee- 
han land, ‘and the Mastermarino 
property. 

The tract consists of a large 
hill, part of which extends 
into Woburn and Reading. 
Campanelli & Cardi hoped that 
they would get about 300,000 
yards of fill from this pro- 
perty - but the Selectmen saw 
the proposition differently 
from the way that the cons- 
truction fim. 

The Selectmen demanded that 
the entire area be graded to 
flow towards the Aberjona Rir 
ver, in Woburn - d proposition 
that would mean, according to 
Campanelli & Cardi, the blast- 
ing of hundreds of thousands 
of tons of rack. This, they 
say, they cannot afford to do. 
The proposition was stalemated 
in the eyes of the company by 
the demands of the Selectmen. 
Not being able to get the ne- 
cessary fill within what they 
term ‘reasonable’ distances of 
their project, they are turn- 
ing elsewhere, and bringing in 
all the trucks they can, to 
get the work done. 
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THE SELECTWEN’ S MEETING 
Representative Frank Tanner 
visited the Wilmington Select- 
men, Monday night, to check as 
to any legislation that the 
Selectmen might consider de- 
sireable, in the coming meet- 
ing in the General Court. Mr. 
Tanner stayed with the Select- 
men for only a few minutes. 

Gravel Licenses 

A gravel license, belonging 
to Edward J. Curtis of Andover 
Street was cancelled, by the 
Selectmen, after discussing a 
report from the Town Engineer, 
and a request from Mr. Curtis 
for a release from his bond, 
required by the selectmen for 
gravel pit operations. 

Mr. Curtis, last week, re- 
‘quested an extension of his 
permit, to allow him to re- 
moye gravel from the far cor- 
ner of a 36 acre tract of land 
between Andover Street and 
Ballardvale Street. 

A letter from the Town Engi- 
neer recommended no further 
extension, and pointed out 
that a proposed roadway went 
through a swampy area. 

A second letter, from Arthur 
Hallam, Engineer for Campa- 


nelli & Cardi stated that the 
plan that had been submitted 
was not in accordance with the 
hopes of that company. 

A message from Mr. Curtis 
asked that he be released from 
the bonding for that part of 
the gravel pit which is now 
the property of the state, 
having been taken for the com- 
ing Route 125. 

Discussion by the Selectmen 
disclosed their belief that 
Mr. Curtis had never picked up 
the license that had been is- 
sued to him, and had never 
paid the required fee. It was 
then moved and voted that the 
license be cancelled.

Town Bonds, to the value of 
$666,000 have been sold to the 
Bankers Trust Co., Lyons Shaf- 
to, Inc., and B, J. Van Ingen 
& Co., by the Town of Wilming- 
ton, acting through its Treas- 
urer, Mrs. Grace Tilley. 

The price was $100,479 with 
accrued interest. The interest 
rate was set at 3.20 percent. 
$106,000 was in sewer bonds, 
payable $15,000 Oct 1, 1959 to 
1964, $5,000 in 1965 and $1000 
in 1968." 

$50,000 were Water Bonds, pay 
able $4,000 October 1, 1959 to 
1970, and $2000 in 1971. 
$60,000 were Street Bonds, 
payable $6,000 October 1, 1959 
to 1968.

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TIME FOR THE KASTERN MASS? 

Readers of this paper may recall that we 
spoke up against the subsidy to the New Haven 
Railroac, for continuance of the O1d Colony 
line. We of course were only a small voice, but 
we were not alone. 

The legislators, for reasons known to them- 
selves, some of which may have been good, voted 
a million dollars to continue the railroad for 
one year. perhaps it was worth a try, but we 
and others had foreboding that it was merely 
the preliminary move. 

Now the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway 
workers are on strike, for an increase in pay. 
The drivers' Union seeks an increase of 25¢ an 
hour, and the company refuses to consider it. 

Without commenting on either the justice or 
the injustice of either position, we can say 
that there is a proposal being seriously con- 
sidered that the adjustment be made at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer - in other words a sub- 
sidy to the Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
way, by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Taxpayers of Boston are subsidizing the Bos- 
ton Elevated, otherwise known as the Metropoli- 
tan Transit Authority. 

Taxpayers of Massachusetts are subsidizing 
the Old Colony, which is partly in competition 
with the MTA. 

Can we expect that subsidization of the 
Eastern Mass. be the next logical step? 

INTEREST RATES ARE GOING UP 

As is reported elsewhere in this issue the 
town recently sold $666,000 in bonds. The in- 
terest to be paid by the town will be 3.20%. 
This is offset slightly by the fact that a pre- 
mium price was paid for the bonds - 47.9 cents 
over their par value. 

Comparing this with previous sales of bonds 
last year, we find that the town at that time 
sold bonds at an interest rate of between 2.6% 

and 2.75%. 

Comparison with bonds sold by other cities 
and towns during the month just past shows that 
Wilmington is enjoying a good credit rating, in 
spite of the increase in prices, for the in- 
erease has been nationwide, and not confined to 
this town.: 

Cleveland Heights, Ohio, a Double A city, 
sold bonds at 3%.° Denver Colorado, also Double 
A, sold at 3.25%. Springfield Mass, a Triple A 
city, sold at 2.9%. 

$450,000 of the bonds sold were for the new

THE MILK PRICE WAR 

According to the Boston and Lowell people in 
the milk business, the milk price war, now ra-— 
ging in those areas should not affect the price 
of milk in Wilmington, as it is outside of both 
areas. The price war, for such it is in spite 
of the fact that prices are being driven upward 
is understood to be a combination of state of- 
ficials and business men who are trying to 
drive one particular firm out of business. 

Wilmington is not, as we say, supposed to be 
affected by thisswar, but the price of milk has 
been increased to Wilmington stores. 

Of passing interest, too, is the fact that 
former Acting Town Manager and Principal Asses— 
ser Frank Walters, of Wilmington was the attorn 
ey who won the law suit that put the Milk Con- 
trol Board into business, back in the early 
1950s.

Town Manager Fred Calabrese 
and Selectman Don Kidder ex- 
changed more than a few angry 
words, in an executive meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen on 
November 19th, held in the 
Town Hall. 

The meeting was for the pur- 
pose of discussing wage sche- 
dules for town employees, in 
1959. 

In general a 3% increase for 
cost of living was agreed to 
for all employees, together 
with the customary increases 
for service. 

The discussion between Kidder 
and Calabrese started when 
Kidder expressed the opinion 
that members of the Fire De- 
partment should not have to 
wait four years for their to- 
tal service increases, but 
should get the increases in 
only two years. It was finally 


agreed that the four year rule 
would hold, 

Then later Kidder charged 
that Calabrese closed the door 
to his office every time the 
Fire Chief entered the Town 


and was heard by a number of 
people in the Town Hall. 
Calabrese, just as angry as 
Kidder, stated that he had ne- 
ver closed the door on any 
town employee, that he always 
sent written directives to 
each department head, even if 
there had been direct conver- 
sation on the subject con- 
cerned, so that there would be 
a record, and that he intended 
to continue this proceedure. 

‘My door is always open to 
the head of any department,’ 
he told Kidder. ‘If he wants 
to talk with me he has only to 
speak up’.

HISTORY OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
By Mrs. Esther C. Nichols 

(Continued) 


On his return from the 
French War of 1758, his salary 
was paid in silver dollars. 
These he had melted down and 
we understood, had made into a 
communion set. However, Lemuel 
C Eames, in his history of Wil 
ington, published in 1880, 
states ‘that the Rev Isaac 
Morrill caused a sufficient 
number of these silver dollars 
to be wrought into a tankard 
which was used at the commun- 
ion service at his church for 
many years.’ Our failure to 
find any trace of that old 
communion set may be due to 
the fact that we should be 
looking for a tankard instead! 

Many of us believe that the 
spiritual vitality of a church 
can be measured by its support 
of missions. Here, too, we 
have a rich heritage, for the 
Rev Freegrace Reynolds, the 
third minister to serve out 
church, was greatly interested 
in missions, and was one of 
the founders of the American 
Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions. In more re- 
cent years, the Swain Sisters, 
as they were affectionately 
known, worked both for home 
and foreign missions with the 
same inspired? zeal, The mantle 
of ‘Priest Reynolds,’ as he 
was called, must have fallen 
squarely on their shoulders. 

Mr Francis Norwood was the 
fourth minister of the church, 
coming here in 1825, Although 
he was the last to be paid by 
the town, and the first to 
have his salary raised by sub- 
scription, the church was not 
incorporated until 1887. Tis 
occurred during the pastorate 
of the Rev Elijah Harmon, 
father of our own Dr 
Harmon. Soon after its incor- 
poration, the property rights 
of the Parish were transferred 
to the church, thus completely 
separating the church from the 
town, 

By 1764, the people of Wil- 
mington had become dissatis- 
fied with- their meeting house, 
The young people wanted some~ 
thing more up-to-date, Besides 
the population of the town had 
increased so that they needed 
more room. Does that have a 
familiar sound? After consid- 
erable discussion, the meeting 
house was repaired and en- 
larged. The exterior was 
painted a light yellow. Large 
square panes, 7 by 9, replaced 
the old diamond-shaped panes 
in the windows, The newly 
plastered walls and ceiling, 
new pews, and a coat of paint 
completely changed the appear- 
ance of the old meeting house. 
Mr Noyes tells us ‘that the 
pulpit built by Mr Evans was a 
much nicer piece of work than 
the one in the meeting house 
of 1814. It was handsomely 
grained in imitation of mahog- 
any---above it was an elabor- 
ate sounding board projecting 


from the wall, over the window 
“The pulpit desk was covered 
with some kind of crimson 
cloth, having a border of silk 
tassels. Upon it lay a rich 
velvet cushion, with large 
tassels at its corners. ‘Old 
Mr Walker, minister from Dan- 
vers, was preaching one day, 
and nestled around so much 
that he knocked the cushion 
off into the deacons’ seat, 
much to the edification of the 
younger portion of the congre- 
gation. No doubt many a should 
er felt the tithing rod that 
day!’ At the minister’s right 
hand there was a wrought iron 
brackett, shaped like a crane 
holding an hour-glass. A warn- 
ing to the minister of the 
passage of time. 

It was Deacon Morrill who 
told the story of Old murs 
Jabez Brown, mother-in-law of 
the Rev Freegrace Reynolds, 
who stood on the pulpit at the 
left of the minister with her 
ear-trumpet, which she swayed 
back and forth following the 
motions of the minister’s body 
Preachers can well be thankful 
that hearing aids Inve been 
imp roved. 

From Deacon Morrill we also 
learn of his grandfather's dog 
who attended church regularly 
All during the sermon-time he 
slept on the broad stair lead- 


ing to the pulpit

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In 1813, the old meeting 
house was taken down, being 
replaced by a better one with 
a steeple. By a vote taken in 
town meeting, it was decided 
that the pews in the new meet- 
ing house should be sold at 
auction, and when the present 
church was built the pews were 
first appraised and then auc- 
tioned off. We are told that 
one went as high as $350, 00. 
It was during the Rev Elijah 
Harmon’ s pastorate in the lat- 
ter part of the 19th century 
that the pews were returned to 
the church, some as gifts, 
others paid for by the church. 
Ever since then, seating in 
the sanctuary has been by 
choice. This building stood 
wtil 1864, when the Bond 
Cracker factory across the 
street, was destroyed by fire. 
A tiny spark, carried by the 
wind, ignited the steeple of 
the church, ‘With only a fire 
bucket brigade, nothing could 
be done to reach the blaze. 
Firemen and parishioners alike 
had to stand helplessly by, 
and watch, as the church 
burned slowly to the ground, 
Because it burned so slowly, 
the old communion set and some 
of the fumishings, among them 
our present pulpit furniture, 
were«saved. 

On the second anniversary of 
the loss of their church by 
fire, the people met to dedi- 
cate the present building. I 
have been told that we are in- 
debted to John Eames, ancestor 
of some of the present day 
Eames families, for its fine 
architectural design. Except 
for the addition of the Parish 
House in 1952, the exterior 
remains the same as it was al- 
most one hundred years ago. In 
1940, the sanctuary, where 
minor changes had been made 
from time to time, was re- 
stored, as nearly as possible, 
to the original. To be sure, 
the exquisite old chandelier, 
which was found in the belfry, 
was electrified, and the 
scriptural background in the 
pulpit has been replaced by a 
dossal curtain, but the beau- 
tiful simplicity of the sanc- 
tuary has been preserved. Even 
the velvetc ushion again rests 
on the pulpit desk as it did 
in the old church, The custom 
of having the congregation 
face the choir in the rear 
balcony during the list hymn 
has been revived, reminding us 
of the days when in the old 
church, a deacon stood in the 
beleony and ‘lined out’ the 
hymns. One of these deacons, 
because of failing eyesight, 
was a little uncertain in his 
reading. The story has come 
down through the years telling 
tow the dear old soul, his 
wife, used to quake inside her 
bonnet and wince, when ‘he 
stumbled over the lines. She 
owned it made her feel so bad: 

Comfort and convenience have 


demanded changes in the vestry 
but surely, no one would wish 
to bring back the old furnaces 
nor the woodburning stove nor 
the wooden sink in the kitchen 
I am equally sure that every- 
one is pleased that the last 
remaining horse shed could be 
torn down, since all our needs 
can now be met within the 
church building.

The name was later 
changed to the Ladies Benevo-~ 
lent Society, because ‘The 
former was too long and too 
hard to speak.’ Hardly had the 
women organized, when, with no 
money in the treasury, they

|instrument’, by which we as- 
| sume they meant the organ, 
From the start, they met to 
|work, sewing and knitting art- 
jicles to fill barrels for mis- 
sions. At least one of these 
barrels was sent to Booker T 
Washington, Tuskegee, Alabama, 
During the Civil War, knitting 
and making underwear for the 
soldiers occupied the women’s 
time. The gear issued to the 
boys in the recent wars may 
have kept them wam, but for 
sheer cozy comfort I’m sure 
nothing could equal the red 
flannel undies sent to the 
boys in the Union ranks by the 
LBA. 

Mr Tolman, the minister, who 
was a regular attendant at 
these meetings, read aloud to 
the women as they sewed. Judg- 
ing by the selections he chose 
we know they were intended to 
be profitable. The secretary’s 
report tells us that at one 
meeting he read an interesting 
essay on ‘Happy and Unhappy 
Married Women’; at another, a 
valuable essay on Gossip.
